How th* Supply Is Conosrvod and Uaod 
In tha Gorman Army. 
Suitable drinking water Is of vital im­ 
portance to an army. and this is only 
one of a multitude of problems that 
must be studied carefully by those who 
conduct a successful ca indign. The 
water supply of a camp la a m atter of 
great importance, Only running water 
Is naed. 
In the German army the upstream 
water is used for drinkiug purixmes 
and the downstream water for water­ 
ing horses arid for bathing. Suitable 
signs notify the men which water Is 
safe to drink aud which may be used 
only for bathing. In shallow or narrow 
streams basins are .lug or small dams 
built so as to form a reservoir of amide 
dimensions. 
stepping stones are provided to keep 
the water clean, as well as board pro­ 
tection to prevent the banks from 
crumbling. Basins are dug for water 
lag horses; troughs are provided only 
In case of necessity aud are then prop­ 
ped on posts and filled by means of 
pumps. I’1jk*s may be driven lf water ; 
lies at a reasonable depth— in other 
words, not more than twenty feet. De­ 
pending upon their size, these pipes will 
deliver from four to twenty-two gal­ 
lons of water per minute. 
If water Ile** very near the surface a 
hole is dug and a cask, the bottom of 
which has been knocked out, Is pia ed 
in the hole to form a basin. If the wa­ 
ter lies ut a greater depth the basin 
may be formed of box sections driven 
In one on top of the other.—Scientific 
American. 


FISHES WITH ITS WINGS. 


Th* Cassowary Has a Way of Its Own 
For Capturing Its Pray. 
Habits of the cormorant and of our 
native fish hawk are generally known. 
Their methods of taking fish are very 
much like those of birds of prey. 
But 
the cassowary fishes according to a 
method of its own 
A well known 
naturalist witnessed lls operation* on 
a river in tho island of New Britain. 
He saw a cassowary come down to 
the water s edge and stand for some 
minutes apparently watching tile wa 
tor carefully, 
it then stopped Into the 
river w here It was about three feet 
deep and. partially squatting down, 
spread its wing- out. submerging them, 
tho feathers boing spread ami ruffled 
The bird remained motionless and 
kept Its eves closed as lf In sleep. 
It 
remained In tills position for a quarter 
of aa bour, when, suddenly closing its 
wings and straightening its feathers, 
It stcpiofd out on the bunk. 
Here It 
| shook Itself several times, whereupon 
I a quantity of small fishos foil out of 
j its wings and from amid its feathers 
These tho bird Immediately picked up 
and swallowed, 
The fishes iiad evidently mistaken 
the feathers for a kind of weed that 
grows In the water along tin- banks of 
the river in this island and which 
much resemble the feathers <»f the ens 
Bewary. 
The smaller fishes hide In 
these weeds to avoid the larger ones 
that l»rey on them.- St. Paul Pioneer 
Press.
